A YEW OBSERVATIONS ON THE REAL SPIRIT OF THE PROCEEDINGS WHICH

_ Sir,—Having watched the discussion which is now agitating our community, 
in connection with the recent proceedings of the Board of Deputies, and 
though “ silence is the wisdom of fools,” yet, on the present occasion, silence 
would not be wisdom, but almost criminal indifference. | speak now inde- 
pendently of all party feeling, and particularly because the tone of the Jewish 
press, and the animus of those who commenced this agitation, appear to want 


It is from my pre-knowledge of the true merits ofthe case, that I am jm. 
pressed with the necessity (amounting to a positive duty) of making a fey 
plain statements, pending the deliberate judgment of those who have to adju- 
dicate on the present disputed claims, I distinctly affirm that, in doing go 
I am prompted by motives not of an ephemeral kind, which motives would 
merely regard present convenience, and forget the more sedate and ep. 
lightened view of the subject, involving ultimate consequences. That I haye 
aright to’a calm and delibérate hearing, and a fair claim to assert the sin. 
cerity of my conduct, I may refer you and your readers to what I haye 
alrealy done in the early stages of this unfortunate schisin ; that, at the 
time to which allusion is now made, | deemed it my duty to submit to the 
Jewish public my opinion of the views entertained by them in reference to the 


actual reforms of the then Burton-street congregation, which had been erro. 


neous. owing to the misinterpretations given to them. This induced me to 
pen for your journal eight letters, under the signature of ‘* Conciliator,” jp 
which I endeavoured to show, by an analysis of the prayer-books (m52n and 


sm), that no vital principle of Judaism had been compromised ; that they 
adored the Unity of God, and recognised the Sabbath, festivals, ete. ; that 
they had not rejected the Oral Law, inasmuch as they had retained many 
usages and forms inculcated in that important digest of time-honoured insti- 
tutions; that their greatest innovation had reference to the second days, ete, 
This I did to promate a feeling of brotherly-love and forbearance, without, 
however, admitting the right of any laymen to have taken upon themselves 


to do so; much less had I any intention to defend such a principle, because 


I knew that the institutions thus impugnéd had been patent for ages, and — 


_ that therefore they had a claim on our adherence and vencration by the sim. 
ple fact, that forms of faith, as a whole, had been conservative to the religion 


itself, And. I still repudiate the right of laymen to legislate on religious 
observances, and I do this honestly and sincerely, but not because of any 
objection to reforms which might be made, when done in a proper spirit by 
a competent tribunal, one on which we could rely that there would not be 
any injury done to vital Judaism, and which could only be rendered a matter 
of certainty by a convocation of learned and pious Rabbies. | 

Ifthe merits of any other kind of subject had to be discussed, this. prin- 
ciple would be a:lmitted, even by those who pronounce such sentiments as 
savouring of narrow-minded bigotry, If, for example, any number of the 
gentlemen who, by their acts and deeds, have already made: certain altera- 
tions in our religious observances, were asked to decide on the soundness of 
certain scientific dafé based on physical phenomena—if they were. unac- 
quainted with these data, they would modestly decline the attempt ; and yet 


they, with equally little claim to profundity in the science of theology (the 


ereatest of all sciences), did not hesitate to do what they would not. have 
attempted to do in any department of the physical sciences. | 
Further, and what is more to my present purpose, is the sympathy shown 
to the members of the Margaret-street congregation, and the hard words 
used against those who, from the prrest motives, hold tenaciously by those — 
time-honoured and censervative principles which have kept Judaism un- 


~scathed and uninjured in periods of frightful and vindictive persecution 
“against its adherents. . This one-sided conduct appears, I repeat, most 


unfair, and is.a most unlikely mode to adjust the present differences. - 

‘The actual merits of the case may be stated in few words. _ 

That a certain number. of gentlemen have thought proper to. separate 
themselves from the congregation of Isracl, and then complain that they 
have been denied the same equality as those who have remained steadfast. in 
their adherence.. As well might a namber of gentlemen who had_ belonged 
to a club, after refusing to abide by the laws, denounce those who did, for 
acting unjustly towards them, though the complaining party had themselves 

Sir, I did more than merely write eight letters to effect a reconciliation. — 
[ had a conference with the Rey. Dr. Adler soon after he assumed the fune- 
tion of Chief Rabbi; and, to his high honour as an Israelite and a learned 
man, I found him desirous of peace ; and on that occasion he won my esteem 
by his noble and enlightened views, yet without the slightest compromise of 
tiat faith of which he was the honoured and acknowledged head in. the 
British dominions. Nay, I can offer proof of both his urbanity and elevated 
views on that occasion, by the result of our conference. I was permitted to 
communicate with the gentlemen. of the then Burton-street congregation,. 
who had induced me to act; and to state, that a deputation from their 
body, consisting of three, four, or five, should appoint a time to meet the 
Rev, Doctor, to ascertain their views, and to hear his, so that the unhappy 


difference might be arranged amicably. Judge, then, my surprise, when, 


instead of an affirmative answer, the reply was, ** We are in O"—we are 
the defendants in the case.” In my indignation at such a want of candour, 
or any actual desire for peace, I could but regard such conductias puerile 
and trifling; and said, ‘‘ If you regard yourselves as the defendants, you 
cannot expect that the judge should come to you—you must by counsel 
appear before him.”” And from that time I have never made the aitempt 
again, trom a conviction that if the parties were sincere in their desire for 
peace, it might then have been brought about, and obnoxious documents | 

It is, therefore, too bad, that men should first cause a breach in our com- 
munity, and we simply choose to defend those usages which time hath con- 
secrated—that they should turn round upon us, and raise the cry of * perse- 
cution” against us. And when they refuse the olive-branch of peace, of 
which I was permitted to be the bearer, and which they refuSed to accept, 
and still utter the cry of “persecution,” the sincerity of their désire for 
reconciliation is rendered doubttul. 

And now again, when it is proposed that a committee of five of the Board 


of Deputies should meet five of their congregation, the object of which is to 


all their own way, and to treat the subject under discussion in an er-parte— 


manner ; and this, to say the least, is somewhat unjust. 


remove the present difficulties, this is again opposed. Is it, Sir, a new prin- 


ciple in legislation, that the majority should succumb to the minority—that 


those who complain of some wrong, are requested to meet those who are 
charged with inflicting it—instead of doing so, rciterate the assertion, ‘* You 
have wronged us,” and have not the consistency or courage to meet those 
charged to investigate the cause of difference, so that it may be amicably 
adjusted, 

In the name of common sense, and every manly and religious principle, 
let the gentlemen of the Margaret-street Synagogue and their friends con- 
sent to the proposed conference. ‘Then if, after such meeting, a warped 
judgment is pronounced, they will have a right to complain; and others 
would join with them in complaining, who now scarcely venture to decide 
whether their conduct springs from a conscious weakness of the tenure on 
which their reformation is based, or an actual indifference to religion itsell.
